‘This is the new canal’

“This is the new canal,” said Iain 
Craig, welcoming canoeists and 
kayakkers to the annual Marsh 
Mash marathon races in the Hol¬ 
land Marsh on Saturday. 

Despite the multi-million dol¬ 


lar reconstruction of the canal sys¬ 
tem by Bradford West Gwillimbury 
and King Township, Craig admit¬ 
ted that paddlers would be facing 
some old problems: weed growth 
clogging portions of the canal, and 
pockets of accumulated debris, 
including partially submerged 
logs, despite the best efforts of the 


drainage committee to keep the 
waterway clear. 

The problems shaped the routes 
this year, sending paddlers east¬ 
ward from Springdale Christian 
Reformed Church, located at Canal 
Road and 5 Sideroad in Bradford 
West Gwillimbury - and requir¬ 
ing a leg of the racing to head up 


“the dreaded Fraser Creek. That’s 
the scenic part of the course,” 
Craig said. He promised that Fra¬ 
ser Creek was "relatively clear” - 
but warned competitors to stay in 
the middle of the route, to avoid

A total of 103 paddlers came out for 
the 37th annual Marsh Mash races, 
which ranged from a 6-km. route for 
Under 13 canoeists and kayakkers, 
to the 24-km. junior and senior ICF 
Kayak Marathons, qualifiers for world 
competition. 

Kayaks, canoes, outriggers, stand- 
up paddleboards - all turned out to 
race in the marsh, in the OMCRA- 
sancdoned event that is the fourth- 
longest running marathon paddle in 
Ontario. 

They were welcomed by Bradford 
West Gwillimbury Mayor Rob Kef- 
fer and Deputy Mayor James Leduc, 
and King Councillor Avia Eek. Mayor 
Keffer thanked the organizers - and 
noted that while the Marsh Mash is 
celebrating its 37th anniversary this 
year, the Holland Marsh itself is near¬ 
ing a milestone. 

“It was almost 90 years ago that the 
Holland Marsh was drained,” he said, 
becoming "one of the most important 
economic drivers” in the province.

Peepers, quackers and trillers

One of the things I look 
forward to in spring is the 
sound of frogs and toads 
as they perform their 
evening concerts, in their 
annual courtship rituals. 
Contrary to popular think¬ 
ing, few if any toads say 
“ribbit” or “croak.” 

In fact, they make every 
sound imaginable - except 
ribbit or croak. 

The deafening peeps of 
Spring Peepers, a kind of 
tree frog no bigger than 
the end of your thumb, 
can be heard for long dis¬ 
tances as the males try to 
out-do each other, to find 
that special mate. Easy to 
identify because of the 
dark “X” mark on their 
backs, they spend most of 
their lives in moist wooded 

Wood frogs, on the other 
hand, with their brown 
eye “masks,” hang out in 
woodland puddles, and 
sound like flocks of quack¬ 
ing ducks. From Southern 


Ontario to the Arctic Cir¬ 
cle, their “lick-it-up” calls 
are hard to miss. Appar¬ 
ently their bodies circu¬ 
late an antifreeze-like 
substance to protect their 
vital organs, as they liter¬ 
ally become frog popsicles 
during hard northern win- 


Chorus frogs are usu¬ 
ally the first to begin the 
spring concert. They 
sound as if someone were 
running their thumb along 
the edge of a comb. Any 
small wet swale can have 
its noisy population of 
these tiny frogs. Unfortu¬ 
nately, one of my favourite 
spots to hear them is being 
excavated for housing. 

become more balmy, the 
American Toads, with their 
metallic trilling, join in the 
performance. Of course, 
they only hang out at the 
ponds until the eggs are 
laid, and then hop their 
way to local gardens and 
forests to help keep the 
insect population in bal- 


Sadly, frog and toad 
numbers are dwindling, 
and scientists are not sure 
why. There seems to be 

hit some populations, 
and some point the fin¬ 
ger at global warming and 
harsher winters, mak¬ 
ing hibernation difficult. 
Habitat loss is also key, as 
urban sprawl continues to 
consume wetland sanctu- 

We need to appreci¬ 
ate the fact that frogs and 
toads are an important 
link in the food chain, both 
as consumers of mosquito 
larvae and other insects, 

birds and aquatic mam¬ 
mals. Their loss would be 
a tragedy indeed.

'80s, many still know them as the 


Charlottes. 

Elizabeth is not hard to figure 
out; Elizabeth 1 was one of the most 
famous of all royals, daughter of 
Henry VIII. 

Of course William's grandmother, 
current monarch Elizabeth n, 
is honoured, as well as great¬ 
grandmother now deceased, 
the very popular Queen Mum — 
Elizabeth, Duchess of York (later 
Queen Elizabeth). 

And finally Diana, of course a 
tribute to Lady Diana (Spencer), 
William’s mother killed in the tragic, 
paparazzi-fuelled car crash in Paris 
in 1997. 

William has always be a favourite 
in many ways because of what he 
has endured in terms of family 
tragedy. And what's not to like 
about Duchess Kate? 

The couple is especially popular 
in Western Canada, where they 
have spent some holiday and 
formal time, including a special trip 
to Slave Lake in Alberta a few years 
ago, shortly after much of the town 
was razed by fire. 

It is these kinds of actions that 
continue to attract the so-called 
common folk to the blue bloods. 

And judging by the nomenclature, 
they may have a special place in 
their heart for Canada and British 
Columbia.

Netherlands Liberation Day 


May 5 marked the 70th anniversary of the Liberation of the Netherlands, at the end of 
World War II - a liberation in which Canadian troops played an important role, forging 
strong bonds between Canada and the Dutch people. On May 2, the flag of the Netherlands 
was raised in Bradford West Gwillimbury in front of the court house, as Mayor Rob Keffer 
and council proclaimed “Dutch Liberation Day” in the municipality. The Bradford Legion 
Colour Party stood by, as World War II veterans Bert Hogg and Frank Moore helped raise 
the flag, and the crowd - many dressed in orange - sang the Canadian and Dutch national 
anthems, to “recall these historic events, and celebrate the lasting bonds" between the 
two nations. Paul Green, coach of the East Gwillimbury Eagles Midget hockey team, spoke 
of the “History Through Hockey” program that took the local hockey team on a tour 
through Europe, ending in the Netherlands - a tour that taught the young players “the 
suffering that took place, through being occupied, and the treasure... that is freedom.”

One in five children have 
diagnosable mental illness

Communities everywhere 
are commemorating Children’s 
Mental Health Week this week, 
bringing attention to the 20% of 
children who have a diagnosa¬ 
ble mental illness. 

That’s a stunning number, 
and people like Jill Foley, ayouth 
and family therapist at New 
Path Youth and Family Serv¬ 
ices, are partnering with area 
families, schools and organiza¬ 
tions to help bring more atten¬ 
tion to mental health in those 
under the age ofl8. 

“Children's Mental Health 
Week is to bring awareness to 
the fact that one-in-five chil¬ 
dren have a diagnosable mental 
health illness," Foley said. “We 
need to increase awareness.” 

New Path, based out of Bar¬ 
rie, has 11 satellite offices in 
Simcoe County, including one 
on Barrie St in Bradford. The 
organization works in schools, 
in workgroups and with fami¬ 
lies directly to provide services 
to youth under the age of 18 
who have social and emotional 

Yet, there are many other 
children who may be suffering 
from mental illness that is not 
exactly diagnosable right away. 
Issues revolving around anxiety 
are some of the most common 
Foley has seen lately. 

“We all have anxiety to some 
degree; it motivates us, it helps 
keep us healthy,” she said. “For 
some people it becomes a little 
bit unmanagable. So, how do 
we help this child maybe man¬ 
age whatever that is? That isn't 
diagnosable at that point, but if 
left untreated, it could evolve.” 

However, even at a young 
age, anxiety can become a seri¬ 
ous issue, dramatically alter the 
lives of children and their fami¬ 
lies. 

“I see some in our residential 
programs where their anxiety is 
so debilitating that it interferes 
with their day-to-day function¬ 
ing, so, they can’t go to school,” 
Foley said. 

Foley, a Bradford native, was 


working in her hometown in 
the lead-up to Children's Men¬ 
tal Health Weekat the request of 
some students at WH Day Ele- 
mentarySchool The schoolhas 
organized a number of men¬ 
tal health awareni events for 
the week and enlisted the help 
of New Path to make sure the 
message about support those 
with mental health issues was 

Foley was impressed by the 
youth undertaking this endeav- 

“This group of youth are 
really energizing. They’ve got a 
lot of desire to bring awareness 
to this for their classmates and 
their peers and their families,” 
she said. “It’s really great to see 
such energy from them. They 
have great ideas and they want 
to be really up front and real 
about what’s going on and not 
beat around the bush or sugar- 
coat things.” 

Events such as those that 
have been occurring at WH Day 
this week are instrumental in 
developing an understanding 
of mental health at ayoung age. 

“(The students are) really 
putting information out there 
for their peers on what is a men¬ 
tal health issue, where do you 
go, when do you get help and 
how do you do that and what 
are the signs and symptoms,” 
Foley explained. “So, ifkids are 
sitting there struggling with 
things, they can go 'maybe I 
need help," 

Getting the youth involved 
is paramount for Foley and her 
colleagues at New Path. They, 
she said, are “adult allies.” 

“It's all about engaging the 
youth,” she said. “At Newpath, 
we do a lot of youth engage¬ 
ment which is having the youth 
speak for themselves and set 
up what they want to see and 
arrange those. We help support 
their vision, because it’s about 
them finding theirvoice.”
